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REPORT  OF  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 


Contrary  to  a  belief  that  persists  among  some  Gorham  citizens,  the  Budget 
Committee  neither  proposes  nor  approves  the  budgets  that  determine  the  spending  of 
town  or  school  officials  and  the  resulting  taxes  that  property  owners  must  pay.  The 
Committee  reviews  the  budgets  presented  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  School  Board  and 
recommends  the  amounts  it  believes  are  reasonable;  voters  at  town  and  school  district 
meetings  determine  the  number  of  dollars  that  will  be  raised  by  taxes. 

Based  on  the  action  you,  the  voters,  have  taken  at  previous  town  meetings,  and 
on  what  you  have  individually  told  your  elected  representatives  to  the  budget  committee, 
the  members  began  this  year's  review  of  the  proposed  budgets  with  the  assumption  that 
you  want  to  maintain  the  services  that  the  town  and  school  now  provide.  With  that  in 
mind  throughout  its  twelve  meetings,  the  committee  has  tried  to  balance  the  cost  of 
those  services  with  the  price  taxpayers  can  and  will  pay. 

The  Budget  Committee  spent  some  time  discussing  the  many  factors  involved  in 
these  budgets.   Inflation  affects  them  just  as  much  as  it  does  one's  household  budget. 
Oil  to  heat  classrooms,  paper  supplies  for  the  town  office,  the  backhoe  for  the  Water 
Department  -  everything  costs  much  more  than  in  the  past.  Members  feel  they  have 
recommended  amounts  that  will  continue  to  provide  the  town's  and  schools'  services 
essentially  at  their  present  levels  (the  recommendation  for  the  school  district  will 
probably  require  eliminating  one  or  two  teaching  positions).  Unless  new  buildings  to 
increase  the  town's  valuation  and  additional  revenues  from  other  sources  increase  as 
fast  as  costs,  the  tax  rate  will  continue  to  rise. 

Every  year  there  is  less  discretionary  money  in  both  budgets.  Most  of  the 
corners  have  already  been  cut.  We  can  no  longer  expect  to  lower  our  taxes  by  turning 
off  extra  lights  and  patching  the  basketball  uniforms  to  last  another  year  -  those 
things  are  being  done.   In  order  to  cut  our  taxes,  indeed  to  even  hold  them  at  the 
present  level,  it  will  be  necessary  to  do  without  some  of  the  things  we  now  expect  our 
town  and  school  to  do  for  us. 

For  1981,  Selectmen  propose  operating  expenditures  totalling  $1,685,069.13  and 
capital  (special)  expenditures  of  $l63,144-5«00.  The  Budget  Committee  has  recommended 
an  operating  budget  of  $1,635,057.11+  ($50,011.99  less)  and  a  capital  budget  of  $103, 3U5 
($59,700  less).  Anticipated  revenues  total  $1,165,070.00  leaving  $573,332.11+  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  ($20.85  per  $1,000  valuation). 

For  the  1981  -  1982  school  year,  the  School  Board  has  proposed  a  budget  of 
$1,709,501.20  of  which  the  Budget  Committee  recommends  $1,661,501.20  ($14.8,000  less). 
With  the  anticipated  revenues  of  $714.0,218.52,  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxes  will  be 
$921,282.68  ($33.50  per  $1,000  valuation).   These  figures  do  not  include  any  increase 
which  may  result  from  settlement  of  negotiations  with  the  Gorham  Teachers  Association.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  AND  SEWER  COMMISSION 

The  year  of  1980  has  been  a  year  attempting  to  complete  and  clean  up  the  sewer  line 
projects  and  the  completion  of  the  Sewerage  Treatment  Plant.   For  the  most  part 
this  has  been  accomplished,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  instances  of  private  property 
claims  that  have  not  been  adjusted  by  the  contractors. 

The  Sewerage  Treatment  Plant  was  put  on  line  on  the  Sixth  of  September,  1980  and 
partial  acceptance  by  the  Town  of  Gorham  occurred  in  November  1980.   At  that  time 
the  polymer  feed  system  and  the  filter  press  for  the  removal  of  sludge  was  not 
accepted,  as  the  manufacturers  had  not  completed  their  installation  and  check  out 
of  these  items.   As  of  January  27,  1981,  this  equipment  has  been  accepted  and  the 
process  is  now  complete  with  a  few  minor  adjustments  being  made  as  we  go  along,  to 
improve  the  process. 

New  service  installations  were  minimal  this  year,  as  only  three  water  services  and 
two  sewer  services  were  installed,  along  with  a  small  development  started,  who 
installed  his  own  line  to  the  area. 

Three  new  man  holes  were  installed,  two  on  Mechanic  St.  and  one  on  Pine  St.   A  storm 
drain  was  removed  from  the  sewer,  a  new  sewer  line  laid  along  with  the  storm  drain 
line,  from  an  area  near  the  High  School  Wing  on  Mechanic  St.   At  this  time  the  Main 
Line  Sewer  was  found  to  be  broken  and  this  was  repaired  at  this  time. 

The  first  part  of  the  year  caused  many  problems,  as  our  surface  water  supplies  (Ice 
Gulch  &  Perkins  Brook)  nearly  froze  solid  forcing  us  to  pump  a  great  deal  more  water 
from  our  Deep  Wells,  especially  at  this  time  of  year. 

A  total  of  176,050,000  gallons  of  water  was  flowed  from  these  supplies  and  63,824,000 
gallons  of  water  was  obtained  from  our  deep  wells.   In  other  words,  approximately 
25%  had  to  be  pumped  from  our  deep  well  supplies.   This  is  a  total  of  239,874,000 
gallons  supplied  to  the  Town  for  the  year.   These  figures  do  not  include  the  Alpine 
System  supply  or  the  Gorham  Hill  Spring  supply. 

In  the  future,  approximately  80%  of  this  water  will  go  through  the  Sewerage  Treat- 
ment Plant  for  treatment  and  returned  to  the  Androscoggin  River  for  use  by  others 
farther  down  the  stream  and  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean.

At  pre- 
sent, $8,000.00  of  the  Miles  Mullen  Fund  is  invested  in  a  six-year  certificate  of  de- 
posit at  7  3/1+%,  maturing  January  2,  1981,  and  the  remaining  $2,000.00  in  U.S.  Saving 
Bonds,  Series  "H"  issued  February,  1963,  which  paid  interest  at  6g%  semi-annually  in 
1980.

Although  the  Gorham  District  Nursing  Association  is  a  non  Medicare  Certified  Agency, 
reimbursement  for  visits  is  available  through  contract  with  the  City  of  Berlin  Health 
Department.   For  eligibility,  one  has  to  be  65,  disabled,  homebound,  and  referred  by  a 
physician  or  other  Health  Facility. 

Homemaker  Home  Health  Aid: 

The  contract  for  1980  was  for  30  hours  a  week.   Fourteen  people  received  services 
in  1980.   This  service  is  available  to  any  needy,  disabled,  elderly  person  who  is  home- 
bound  and  meets  the  Income  Guideline  eligibility. 

The  Gorham  District  Nursing  Association  also  bills  Medicaid,  Veterans  Administration, 
and  other  Health  Insurance  when  applicable. 

Services  from  the  Gorham  District  Nursing  Association  are  available  to  anyone  in  the 
community,  regardless  of  age,  sex,  creed,  or  color.   Fee  status  is  based  on  Office  of 
Comprehensive  Planning  Income  Guidelines.

AUDITORS  OPINION 


We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  and 
groups  of  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Gorhara,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1979,  listed  in  the  foregoing  table  of  contents.   Our  examination 
was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly, 
included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the 
circumstances . 

As  is  the  practice  with  most  New  Hampshire  communities,  the  Town  of 
Gorham  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and  accordingly, 
a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles,  is  not  included  in  this  financial  statement. 

In  addition,  the  Town  has  not  capitalized  the  cost  of  property  and 
equipment  purchased  by  the  Enterprise  Fund  (Water  and  Sewer  Department).   Like- 
wise, no  depreciation  expense  is  recorded  on  this  fund.   Generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  require  that  property  and  equipment  of  enterprise  funds 
be  capitalized  and  depreciated  over  the  useful  lives  of  the  assets.   The  Town's 
records  do  not  permit  the  application  of  adequate  procedures  to  enable  us  to 
determine  the  cost  value  of  capital  assets  or  related  depreciation  expense  on 
them. 

Because  of  the  material  effect  of  the  omission  of  fixed  assets  and 
related  depreciation  on  the  financial  position,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on 
the  financial  statements  of  this  Enterprise  Fund. 

In  our  opinion,  the  financial  statements  listed  in  the  aforementioned 
table  of  contents,  other  than  the  financial  statements  of  the  Enterprise  Fund 
(Water  and  Sewer  Department),  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the 
various  funds  and  groups  of  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Gorham,  New  Hampshire  at 
December  31,  1979,  and  the  results  of  operations  of  such  funds  for  the  year  then 
ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a 
basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

AUDITORS'  OPINION 


The  accompanying  supplemental  information  and  the  column  on  the 
accompanying  combined  balance  sheet,  captioned  "Totals,  Memorandum  Only", 
although  not  considered  necessary  for  a  fair  presentation  of  the  financial 
position  and  results  of  operations  of  such  funds  and  group  of  accounts,  are 
presented  primarily  for  supplemental  analysis  purposes.   This  additional 
information  has  been  subjected  to  the  audit  procedures  applied  in  the  afore- 
mentioned examination  of  the  basic  financial  statements  and  is,  in  our  opinion, 
fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  basic  financial 
statements  taken  as  a  -whole. 

In  connection  with  our  examination  we  also  (1)  made  a  study  and  evalu- 
ation of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  control,  (2)  performed  tests 
of  compliance  with  the  Revenue  Sharing  Act  and  regulations  as  required  by 
Sections  II. C. 3  and  III.C.3  of  the  "Audit  Guide  and  Standards  for  Revenue  Sharing 
and  Antirecession  Fiscal  Assistance  Fund  Recipients"  (guide)  issued  by  the  Office 
of  Revenue  Sharing,  U.  S.  Department  of  the  Treasury  and  (3)  compared  the  data 
on  the  Bureau  of  Census  Form  RS-9  to  records  of  the  Town  of  Gorham  as  required 
by  Section  II. C. 4  of  the  "Guide". 

Based  on  these  procedures  we  noticed  no  instance  of  non-compliance  with 
the  regulations,  except  as  noted  below,  and  no  material  differences  between 
Census  data  on  Form  RS-9  and  the  records  of  the  Town  of  Gorham  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1979. 

The  Town  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  52.44 
of  the  Act,  which  require  that  Antirecession  Fiscal  Assistance 
Funds  be  appropriated  or  obligated  within  six  months  of  their 
receipt.   The  total  funds  appropriated  and  expended  in  1979 
($6,789)  were  not  appropriated  or  obligated  within  the  required 
six  months.

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TOWN  MANAGER'S  REPORT 


It  gives  me  great  pleasure  at  this  time  to  render  my  second  annual 
report  to  the  residents  of  Gorham.   I98O  has  been  a  very  productive  and 
fruitful  year  for  the  Town  in  many  ways: 

Taxes:   In  September  it  was  announced  that  the  I98O  tax  rate  would 
be  5-39  per  $100  of  valuation  as  compared  to  5-98  per  $100  of  valuation 
in  1979*   There  are  several  good  reasons  for  the  decrease  in  the  Town's 
tax  rate,  not  the  least  of  which  is  the  fiscal  restraint  practiced  by  the 
various  Boards  and  Commissions  such  as  the  School  Board,  Town  Budget 
Committee,  Selectmen,  and  the  cooperation  of  all  the  Department  heads. 

Secondly:  The  Town  had  an  increase  in  the  net  valuation  on  which 
the  tax  rate  is  computed  of  $308,600.  Our  I98O  net  valuation  figure  was 
$27,275,615  as  compared  with  $26,967,015  in  1979.  This  figure  shows  the 
growth  of  the  Town. 

Thirdly:  We  were  also  fortunate  in  that  we  received  approximately 
$91,000  in  unexpected  one-time  revenues  from  such  sources  as  $20,000  from 
Gorham  Development  Corporation;  $lj.5>000  from  FHA  on  the  Deep  Wells;  and 
$26,000  from  the  sale  of  the  Hunt  House. 

All  these  factors  together  have  combined  to  lower  your  1980  tax 
rate  by  5.90  per  $1,000  of  valuation. 

The  Gorham  Planning  Board  has  been  reactivated  and  reorganized  over 
this  past  year  in  order  to  complete  a  Town  Master  Plan.   The  Master  Plan 
will  facilitate  construction  of  the  Main  Street  and  Peabody  River  Bridge 
road  projects.   The  Master  Plan  was  an  excellent  opportunity  to  inventory 
and  evaluate  all  town  functions  and  set  goals  and  objectives  for  our  future. 
I  hope  you  will  all  read  this  important  document  which  is  available  in  the 
Library. 

The  Police  Department  has  been  reorganized  under  Chief  Gazey  over 
this  past  year  with  such  new  concepts  as  an  accurate  and  functional  records 
system,  and  bi-weekly  in-service  training  programs  -  all  police  officers 
are  now  fully  trained  and  certified.   In  my  opinion,  the  professionalism  and 
efficiency  of  the  Gorham  Police  Department  has  been  greatly  increased  over 
this  past  year. 

Another  important  accomplishment  in  the  area  of  emergency  services 
was  the  creation  of  a  full  time  central  dispatching  service  center  located 
in  the  Police  Department.   This  new  service  has  improved  and  professionalized 
the  dispatching  operations  and  provides  a  town  office  which  is  open  2J4  hours 
per  day,  7  days  per  week,  365  days  per  year. 

The  town  highway  department  under  the  direction  of  Billy  Marcou  has 
had  a  busy  and  productive  year.  Much  of  their  time  this  past  year  was  spent 
on  improving  the  drainage  problems  that  we  have  in  town.  We  have  also  started 
on  a  street  resurfacing  program  which  should  have  all  streets  in  town  resurfaced 
within  the  next  three  years.   Several  major  reconstruction  projects  were  also 
undertaken  and  completed  in  I98O  such  as  the  Jimtown  Road,  Candy  Lane,  Ray 
Street,  Cascade  Flats  sidewalks  and  ditchline. 
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In  1980,  the  Town  of  Gorham  conducted  its  first  Community  Attitude 
Survey.   The  purpose  of  this  survey  was  to  help  the  local  town  officials 
know  what  is  needed  and  wanted  by  the  residents  in  Town.   This  survey  was 
also  an  excellent  chance  to  voice  your  opinions  about  Gorham.   The  results 
of  this  survey  have  been  tallied  and  are  reported  on  page  109  of  this  report. 
Gn  Tuesday,  November  lj.th,  I98O,  we  handed  out  675  surveys  of  which  279  were 
returned  for  a  Ul%  return  ration.  Most  of  those  responding  to  this  survey 
were  registered  voters,  year-around  residents,  and  property  taxpayers.   The 
things  most  liked  about  Gorham  were  the  peace  and  quiet,  scenery,  and  town 
services.   The  things  disliked  most  about  Gorham  were  job  opportunities  and 
taxes.   Most  people  felt  that  they  would  like  to  see  slight  to  moderate 
growth  in  the  future. 

Most  of  the  surveyed  felt  the  present  property  tax  structure  is 
conducted  on  a  fair  and  equitable  basis.   Semi-annual  tax  billing  was  favored 
by  a  slim  majority  of  the  people  and  this  will  be  an  important  question  on 
the  warrant  at  Town  Meeting. 

The  Garbage  Department,  Ambulance  Service, and  Fire  Department  were  the 
top  three  rated  services  offered  by  the  Town;  the  Recreation  Department  and 
Recreation  facilities  were  the  lowest  rated  departments  as  a  result  of  this 
survey. 

In  closing  out  this  report,  I  sincerely  appreciate  the  continued 
support  and  cooperation  which  has  been  extended  to  me  over  this  past  year  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  my  fellow  town  employees,  and  most  of  all,  you,  the 
citizens  of  Gorham.

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1980  SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


Under  the  authorization  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  following  money- 
saving  items  have  been  implemented  in  the  General  Administration  for  the  Town 
of  Gorham. 

This  is  the  first  report  from  a  Board  of  Selectmen  that  we  know  of  and 
it  will  be  a  part  of  the  Town  Report  in  future  years. 

Under  the  financial  aspects  of  the  Town  we  have: 

Joined  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  unemployment  compensation  fund, 
thus  resulting  in  a  considerable  savings  to  the  town  from  the  start  and  in 
years  to  come.  We  pay  1.7%  of  employees  first  $6,000,  thus,  we  saved  1.1%  or 
approximately  a  savings  of  $1,980  for  the  first  year. 

Joined  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  self-funded  compensation 
insurance  program  which  has  and  will  result  in  substantial  savings  to  the  Town 
over  future  years.  We  had  a  loss  ratio  of  only  1%  from  8/1U/79  -  l/l/80,  and 
a  k%  loss  ratio  l/l/80  -  6/20/80.   Thus,  we  can  expect  a  nice  dividend  of 
approximately  $7,000  for  our  experience. 

Investments:  We  have  improved  the  town's  investment  strategy  so  that  in 
1979  we  had  increased  earnings  on  investments  from  $2,090  in  1978  to  $7,663.60 
in  1979  and  thus  far  in  I98O  we  have  earned  $15,000  with  a  projected  earnings 
on  investments  of  $25,000  for  the  year  1980. 

Purchased  all  of  the  I98O  -  8l  heating  oil  at  91.70  per  gallon  with  one 
bulk  purchase  of  30,000  gallons.  Bids  ranged  from  96.90  being  high  to  the 
low  bid  of  91.70,  thus,  if  we  save  only  100  per  gallon,  we  will  have  realized 
a  savings  of  $3,000  for  198O. 

Had  the  first  outside  independent  audit  done  of  the  town  records  and 
books  by  the  auditing  firm  of  Killion,  Plodzik  and  Sanderson.  This  report 
should  be  of  great  value  in  the  future  development  of  town  bookkeeping  systems 
and  procedures. 

In  the  Administration  and  Policy  end,  we  have: 

Installed  new  ceiling  fans  in  the  Town  Hall,  Fire  Station,  and  Town  Garage 

Built  a  combination  oil  -  wood  burning  stove  in  the  Town  Garage 

Entered  into  a  contract  with  the  School  to  save  on  repair  costs. 

Active  in  petitioning  the  County  to  keep  spending  and  taxes  down  in  1980, 
after  a  11+3%  increase  in  1979 •   These  actions  resulting  in  the  county  rethinking 
it ' s  I98O  Budget  figures  and  passage  of  a  resolution  to  review  all  spending  and 
to  hold  the  line  in  I98O. 

Supported  the  closing  of  the  old  Recreation  Center  in  an  effort  to  save  on 
energy  costs  $10,000  pojected  heating  bill  for  1979  -  1980  heating  season. 

Ok'd  new  lighting  system  for  Main  Street.  High  pressure  sodittm  lights 
should  give  more  light  and  be  cheaper  to  operate  over  the  long  rum. 
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In  the  area  of  Capital  Projects  we  have: 

Construction  of  a  new  water  and  sewer  "building  at  no  expense  to  the 
taxpayers  by  the  use  of  insurance  refunds. 

Reconstructed  Wilfred  Street  roadway  and  drainage  system  at  $1;,680 
under  budget. 

Reconstructed  Candy  Lane  with  TRA  Funds. 

Completed  construction  of  Jimtown  rail  crossing  project. 

Completed  deal  with  Canadian  National  for  the  purchase  of  Railroad 
Street  project  and  got  a  $700  refund  on  the  lease  agreement. 

Reconstruction  of  1  mile  section  of  the  Jimtown  Roadway  on  a  £o/50 
basis  with  the  State  and  that  the  State  has  agreed  to  maintain  this  portion 
of  the  road  in  the  summer. 

Purchased  a  new  bulldozer  tractor  which  has  and  will  continue  to  be  of 
a  great  help  to  the  town  for  years  to  come.   This  machine  will  pay  for  itself 
within  the  next  five  years. 

Purchased  a  new  copy  machine. 

Purchased  new  police  cruiser. 

Started  on  street  paving  project  which  should  have  all  streets  in  town 
resurfaced  within  the  next  three  years  also  sidewalk  reconstruction  Cascade 
Flats  is  first  step. 

Purchased  a  new  ambulance  chassis. 

Work  out  an  agreement  with  the  city  of  Berlin  on  the  future  use  of  their 
landfill  by  the  Town  of  Gorham  and  to  investigate  all  possible  problems.  A 
regional  solution  is  probably  the  most  cost  effective  way  to  go. 

A  personnel  plan  has  been  adopted  for  town  employees  which  sets  standards 
and  treats  all  employees  on  a  fair  and  equitable  basis.  The  purpose  of  this 
policy  will  be  to  establish  procedures  which  will  help  guide  all  administrative 
actions  relating  to  personnel  such  as  recruiting,  evaluating,  disciplining  and 
discharging. 

The  reorganization  and  selection  of  persons  to  fill  the  position  of  Town 
Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  and  Town  Treasurer. 

Town  wide  economic  development  policy  which  will  help  to  increase  the 
town's  tax  base  and  employment  opportunities.

1980 

The  personnel  of  the  Gorham  Police  Department  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  and  Town 
Officials  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  year  1980.  The  alertness  of 
the  residents  has  assisted  in  many  of  the  investigations  which  have  taken  place.   I  hope 
that  this  trend  continues,  in  an  effort  to  make  Gorham  a  decent  and  peaceful  place  to 
live. 

There  have  been  major  changes  in  the  department  and  its  functions  during  the  past 
year.  Probably  the  most  evident  are  the  movement  of  the  communications  facilities  to 
the  police  station  and  the  utilization  of  female  personnel  for  patrol  duties.  Both 
changes  have  proven  to  be  an  asset  to  the  department  and  community  as  a  whole. 

During  the  past  year  Gorham  Officers  have  attended  several  training  sessions 
throughout  the  state,  to  include:  Accident  Investigation  School;  Police  Prosecutor  School; 
Crisis  Intervention;  Rape  Investigation;  Drug  Enforcement;  Police  Stress  and  Survival; 
NH  Police  Academy  and  numerous  Safety  Seminars. 

Several  projects  are  being  planned  for  the  coming  year,  including  the  continuation 
of  the  police  department  Ride-A-Long  Program.   (Bicycle  Rodeo  -  Snowmobile  Safety  Course  - 
Trailbike  Safety  Course)  The  goals  of  the  various  projects  lead  to  the  same  concept: 
Safety. 

The  Officers  of  the  department  have  formulated  a  police  association.  One  of  the  main 
purposes  of  the  association  is  the  building  of  a  scholarship  fund  for  Gorham  High  School 
Students  interested  in  the  field  of  Law  Enforcement. 

The  future  of  the  department  looks  bright  and  with  continuing  cooperation,  it  will 
prove  itself  to  be  worthy  of  your  support.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Forest  Fire  Prevention:   Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good  Business. 
Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  association  with  Smokey 
Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a  national  effort  to  check  the 
spread  of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half  century  before 
this  national  campaign,  when  our  legislature  established  our  first  forest 
fire  laws  in  1903.   Since  that  date,  the  State  has  appointed  a  town/city 
forest  fire  warden  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law  enforcement  in 
his  municipal i  ty. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground 
must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden  before  being  kindled. 
All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the  warden  and  his  deputies  as  socn 
as  they  are  reported.   The  cost  of  fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly  by 
the  town/city  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  are  forest  fire  prevention 
and  forest  fire  training  costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  program  has 
given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States,

Revision  of  the  hospitality  listings  for  the  State's  lodging  in  New 
Hampshire  Directory,  200,000  of  which  were  printed  and  distributed  to  travel 
centers  throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada,  and  in  response  to  thousands 
of  inquiries. 

Revised/improved  the  Association's  White  Mountains  Directory,  50,000  of 
which  were  inserted  into  the  "Little  Phone  Book",  and  the  remaining  5>0,000 
were  distributed  in  every  U.S.  State  and  in  every  Canadian  Province.   In 
addition,  the  larger  State  Highway  rest  areas,  and  Chambers  of  Commerce  Infor- 
mation centers,  received  bulk  orders  for  distribution. 

The  Association  was  a  leading  force  in  sponsoring  a  Familiarization/ 
Orientation  seminar  for  the  travel/recreation  industry.   The  seminar's  purpose 
was  "to  increase  awareness  of  the  region's  travel/recreational  assets,  and  to 
force  a  stronger  link  between  the  various  travel  elements". 

The  Association  continued  its  participation  with  the  State's  Office  of 
Vacation  Travel  in  the  gasoline  information  hot-line. 

Assisted  hotels  and  larger  motels  with  bus  tour  information. 

Assisted  the  region's  travel  industry  by  providing  special  information  on 
"cash  flow  analysis"  and  on  the  "packaging  of  vacations". 

The  Association  continued  its  support  of  many  I4.-H  groups  in  the  Region. 

The  Association  assisted  travel  agents,  and  travel  writers  with  information 
and  publicity  of  the  region. 

The  Association  answered  hundreds  of  telephone  calls  and  letters,  many  of 
them  answered  personally  by  the  executive  director. 

Cooperated  with  other  organizations  and  agencies  of  the  region  on  projects 
designed  to  assist  the  economy  in  the  White  Mountains  Region. 
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REPORT  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
MUNICIPAL  ASSOCIATION 

"The  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  has  existed  since  1957 •   It  is  a  non- 
partisan, non-profit  organization  whose  223  member  cities  and  towns  share  a  common  interest 
in  better  local  government. 

NHMA  provides  a  wide  variety  of  services  to  its  member  communities.  Among  the 
services  provided  are:  legal  services,  technical  assistance,  group  insurance  programs, 
personnel  services  and  representation  of  municipal  interests  before  federal,  state,  and 
administrative  bodies. 

The  ultimate  goal  of  these  services  is  to  help  elected  and  appointed  officials 
provide  more  efficient  and  effective  government  at  the  local  level.   In  its  representation 
of  municipal  interests  before  the  state  legislature,  one  of  the  primary  goals  of  the 
Association  is  preventing  excessive  property  tax  burdens  being  placed  on  local  governments. 

NHMA  also  conducts  many  workshops  and  seminars  dealing  with  local  needs  and  problems.

Held  every  fall, 
this  meeting  provides  local  officials  with  valuable  program  sessions  designed  to  give 
local  officials  ideas  and  information  they  can  put  to  use  in  their  communities  for  the 
people  they  serve. 
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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL,  INC. 

Town  Report 

In  Gorham,  the  Council  assisted  the  Planning  Board  in  preparing  a  Community 
Plan  which  qualifies  the  community  for  state  and  federal  highway  assistance.  The 
Council  is  also  currently  assisting  the  Town  in  helping  it  meet  the  requirements 
for  the  federal  flood  insurance  program. 

North  Country  Council  is  the  regional  planning  commission  and  economic  develop- 
ment district  serving  the  North  Country.   In  1980,  North  Country  Council  targeted  its 
resources  and  expertise  to  fit  the  needs  and  problems  of  the  Towns  and  region  we 
serve.   In  the  community  planning  field,  the  Council  has  programmed  a  systematic  way 
of  handling  requests  from  communities  for  assistance  with  a  local  community  plan. 
By  the  end  of  1981,  the  Council  will  have  assisted  six  communities  complete  master 
plans.   For  its  membership  fee  in  the  Council,  a  town  can  receive  any  of  twenty- two 
types  of  assistance  identified  by  NCC.   Communities  can  contact  with  NCC  to  under- 
take special  project  programs  which  require  a  significant  amount  of  time  over  and 
above  the  normal  types  of  services.   Sponsorship  of  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series 
and  membership  on  the  Environmental  Law  Clinic  affords  the  Council  with  the  op- 
portunity to  secure  necessary  legal  information  on  behalf  of  the  town.  The  Council 
has  been  active  in  a  number  of  regional  issues  such  as  transportation,  economic 
development,  land  use,  and  housing.   In  transportation,  the  Council  has  supported 
the  restoration  of  rail  service  to  the  Mt.  Washington  Valley  area  and  initiation  of 
commuter  air  service  in  Berlin,  assistance  to  the  whitefield  Regional  Airport,  and 
improved  highway  and  public  transportation  systems.   In  land  use,  the  Council  has 
published  reports  on  the  Role  of  Agriculture  in  the  North  Country,  Managing  Wetland, 
and  several  brief  fact  sheets. 

The  Council  has  accelerated  its  economic  development  program  with  the  addition 
of  a  Business  Development  Director  who  is  making  direct  contact  with  businesses  to 
encourage  them  to  locate  in  North  Country  communities  who  have  identified  new  indus- 
try as  a  need.  NCC  has  prepared  a  regional  industrial  brochure  coupled  with  local 
area  fact  sheets  as  a  tool  to  encourage  planned  economic  growth.  As  a  result  of 
these  efforts,  several  companies  have  expressed  an  interest  in  locating  in  the  region. 
Efforts  are  underway  to  establish  a  Revolving  Loan  Fund  as  an  incentive  for  pros- 
pective industry. 

In  rural  development,  assistance  has  been  provided  to  a  number  of  communities 
in  areas  such  as  wastewater  treatment,  solid  waste,  water  supply  improvement,  and 
other  necessary  community  projects.  A  special  report  on  Rural  Development  is  avail- 
able. 

Because  of  the  Council's  activity  in  energy,  the  Governor's  Council  on  Energy 
granted  NCC  some  funds  which  will  enable  the  Council  to  assist  three  targeted 
communities  to  prepare  a  local  energy  plan. 
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State  and  federal  agencies  and  statewide  groups  continue  to  contact 
North  Country  Council  for  a  North  Country  perspective  on  such  varied  issues 
as  growth,  forestry,  environmental  concerns,  land  use,  and  manpower  training. 
For  example,  in  June,  the  Council  presented  testimony  to  a  special  legislative 
committee  on  proposed  changes  needed  in  the  state's  planning  and  zoning 
legislation.  Association  with  these  groups  provides  NCC  with  the  opportunity 
to  share  some  of  the  regional  and  local  concerns  expressed  by  the  towns  with 
those  state  and  federal  agencies  whose  decisions  will  impact  on  the  region. 
The  Council  continues  to  work  with  other  regional  councils  in  New  England 
through  the  efforts  of  its  President  who  serves  as  a  Board  member  of  the 
National  Association  of  Regional  Councils. 

The  efforts  and  accomplishments  of  the  Council  are  a  collection  of  the 
many  contributions  of  local  towns,  other  agencies,  our  fine  staff,  the  Board 
of  Directors,  and  the  Executive  Committee.  We  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
Town  for  its  support  and  assistance  during  the  year.  North  Country  Council  is 
an  arm  of  local  government  in  the  North  Country.  Please  contact  us  at  823-8108, 
if  the  Council  can  be  of  service  to  your  Town.
